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THE QUEEN. 
In the reign of her present Majesty monarchical institutions 
have received a peculiar illustration, Under the theory of a 
limited monarchy the Sovereign may well be considered, and 
might even become, an abstraction, The effect of personal 
character, as evidenced in the influence exercised by the first 
Personage in this realm, has always been mollified, and in some 
cases nullified, by the checks imposed by the Constitution on 
kingly power. Political activity on the part of English monarchs 
within the last three-quarters of a century has only generated 
antagonism, and while it lasted the king has degenerated into the 
leader of a party; and the “King’s friends,” as contradis- 
tinguished from the “friends of the people,” have ere now 
been regularly ranged against each other in thearena of political 
strife, It has been the happy fortune of Queen Victoria to have 
changed all this, In her case the Sovereign is in the eyes of her 
people a reality in her representative monarchical character ; 
and while it cannot be said of her Majesty that she takes no 
personal part in the administration of public affairs, she can 
be claimed as the acknowledged partisan head of no political 
party ; and in every sense, and in the largest and most com- 
prehensive sense, the friends of the people are the friends of 
the Queen. A Monarch thus associated with all the interests 
and the feelings of a people, in a manner, becomes a necessity of 
her time. Without her visible presence as its ostensible super- 
intendent, the machine of the State, although it may continue 
its workings, loses much of its grace; and the unity of the 
constituent parts of our Constitution, which has probably been 
never so nearly realised as now, is in a degree depreciated, 
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It was, therefore, with no ordinary feelings of pleasure that | 


the country learned that her Majesty had indicated an 
intention of being present on a public occasion, and thus 
taking the first step towards emerging from the retirement of 
the last two years, and the resumption of these outward and 
visible duties of her station which she performs so greatly to 
the satisfaction of her people, 

It is no doubt well known that the sorrow with which her 
Majesty has been visited, while affecting her feelings in a 
degree commensurate to the greatness of her bereavement, has 
not been permitted to overwhelm her.

had not produced more than 50,000 to 75,000 effective recruits ; and 
President Lincoln had already resolved to order, before the end of 
the year, a fresh conecription of 600,000 men, under some new regu- 
lations, which would render it certain that at least 200,000 effective 
soldiers would be produced by it. The New York Tribune, however, 
denies that there will be any further draught. 

The famous blockade-breaker Juno has at last fallen into the 
mieches of the Federal blockade. She was captured on the 22nd of 
Eeptember, off Wilmington, North Carolina, after a chase of four 
hours, during which the United States’ crniser Connecticut fired thirty 
reunds of shell and solid shot. The Juno threw overboard part of 
her cargo of cotton. She is an iron vessel of upwards of 1130 tons 
burden, side-wheel, built at Bristol, and is about ten years old, The 
cargo consisted of 200 bales of cotton, three tons of tobacco, and a 
quantity of turpentine; and is valued, together with the vessel, at 
100,000dols. The Juno, at the time of her capture, was bound to 
Bermuda. The Confederate steamer Ella and Annie arrived at Hamilton, 
Bermuda, on the 7th ult., with a large cargo of cotton, tobacco, and 
turpentine. ‘The following is a list of Confederate vessels keeping up 
eemmunication between Wilmington and other Confederate ports 
and Bermuda :>—Robert E, Lee, A. D. Vance, Eugenie, Phantom, 
Gladiator, Hansa, Harriet Picknay, Nashville, Beauregard, Lady 
Davis, Banshee, Venus, Ella and Annie, Phoebe, Miriam, and Minho, 
The Boston District Court had restored the ship Banshee. The 
steamers Phantom and Arabia have been destroyed off Wilmington.

JAPAN, 

By the arrival of the Hecla at Liverpool from New York we receive 
intelligence of an alleged repulse of the British fleet sent to attack 
the fortresses of the Prince of Satsuma. The news is contained in a 
San Francisco despatch, dated Sept. 28, and quotes “Japanese 
accounts ” as the basis of the statement. As the British fleet entered 
the inner harbour, says the report, an armed Japanese decoy-boat 
drew towards the shore, was pursued, attacked, and speedily sunk. 
Masked batteries then opened on the fleet from the shore, riddling 
the advance vessels before they could get out of range. The Japa- 
nese cla'm to have disabled the greater portion of the fleet, and stated 
that the rest retired from the contest. 


AUSTRALIA, 
(Prom our own Correspondent.)

VICTORIA, 

When Parliament met on the 4th inst., after the Ministerial 
elections, it was evident that the new Government had it al! their 
own way—the Ministerial side of the house being crowded, while 
the occupants of the Opposition benches were “few and far between.” 
The Government is undoubtedly the strongest and ablest that has 
been in office for several years ; and, backed as it is by such a large 
following, the country hag now a right to look for something 
really statesmanlike in our legislation. Several measures of 
local importance have been passed; and the new Land Bill 
has been read a second time, and is now being discussed in 
Con.mittee. This bill only proposes to amend the errors of the 
Act of last Session, It, however, goes further than that, as it 
recognises the principle of deferred payments. It is proposed to 
have 4,000,000 acres always available for selection, and any one 
selecting an allotment may do so on the condition that £5 an acre be 
paid on possession being taken. Possession and cultivation are both 
made imperative, otherwise the selector forfeits his deposit money. 
A period of three years is allowed for the payment of the balance of 
the purchase money, and, at the expiration of that time, the Crown 
grant is issued, provided all the conditions have been complied with, 

Colonel Pitt arrived here the other day, commissioned by the 
Arnckland Government to engage volunteers for active service in the 
New Zealand war. His tempting offer is daily pay (and clothing 
and rations), at the following rates :—Captains, 14s, 7d. ; lieutenants, 
%s. 6d. ; ensigns, &s. 3d.; sergeants, 3s, 6d.; corporals, 3s. ; privates, 
2s. 6d. Each volunteer, after three years’ service and compliance 
with certain residential terms, is to receive a certificate entitling him 
to one town allotment and one farm section. The fann sections are 
to be thus allotted >—For a field officer, 400 acres; captain, 300; 

urgeon, 250 ; subaltern, 200 ; sergeant, 80; corporal, 60; private, 50. 
Pensions for the wounded and the widows of the killed are also pro- 
vided for. There has been quite a rush to the offices of Colonel Pict, 
and the probability is that he will take away from this colony from 
860 to 1000 young men able and willing to serve in this emergency. 

Sir Henry Barkly is making arrangements to leave about the 
middle of September, when the arrival of his successor, Sir Charies 
Darling, may be expected. Now that Sir Henry is about to le-re us 
vniversal regret is Feit at his departure, and every effort will be made 
to testify to the high estimation in which he has been held by the 
people of Victoria.

“MANFRED” AT 


DRURY-LANE THEATRE. 
It is nearly fifty years since 
Lord Byron’s tragedy of 
“ Manfred ” was written, 
and called forth the dif- 
ferent and conflicting 
opinions of the critics of 
his day. In these opinions, 
as well as in the poem, 
there was a considerable 
amount of obscurity, due 
as much, perhaps, to the 
time as to individuals, 
Byron misunderstood him- 
self and his age, and both 


were still more misunder- 
stood by their reviewers 
and historians. The im- 


pulses and influences that 
were set in motion by the 
French Revolution swayed 
and governed some spirits 
with such impetuosity that they were driven forward with an un- 
reasoning velocity, and neither knew nor recked of the goal to 
which they were travelling. Of these was Byron, who was made 
the sport of the whirlwind, and compelled to voyage a stormy circle 
in which there was motion but no progress. In the breaking up of old 
conventions, we fear that he sawonly the destruction of moral systems 
and social manners, and not, like Shelley, the painful transition to a 
future cycle of glorious regeneration and permanent reform. Byron's 
mind, unlike that of Shakspeare, saw not “the soul of goodness in 
things evil,” but in all that the world had held as good suspected the 
lurking spirit of evil, He despised himself and his kind— 
Beautiful! 

How beautiful is all this visible world! 

How glorious in its action and itself ! 

But we, who name ourselves its sovereigns, we, 

Half dust, half deity, alike unfit 

To sink or soar, with our mix’d essence make 

A conflict of its elements, and breathe 

The breath of degradation and of pride, 

Contending with low wants and lofty will, 

Till our mortality predominates, 

And men are—what they name not to themselves, 

And trust not to each other. 


Sach was the poet's fixed creed, and to which he gave expression by 


the mouth of Manfred. They who criticised the creed and the poem 
saw plainly enough the immorality as well as the cynicism 
of the doctrine ; but all were not aware that the doctrine 


itself, including the poem and its author, were symbols of the 
universal reaction against that misgovernment and misbelief 
which in high places opposed the progress of improvement, 





whether in speculation or practice, whether in private or public. The 
poem of “Manfred,” and some other of Byron’s productions also, 
were valued as protests against existing abuses rather than censured 
for any errors that they might themselves contain, and these latter 
were readily condoned for the sake of the force and vigour with which 
they witnessed against the evils which now mankind long felt to 
be intolerable. Such a poem in a dramatic form was, so far as its 
theme was concerned, well adapted to the stage of the time the spirit 
of which it breathed. But Ford Byron, who had gathered some 
bitter experience of the stage as a member of the Drury-Lane 
committee, abhorred the thought of adapting his poem to its 
conditions, and laboured to render it as ineligible for the boards 
as he could. He thought, indeed, that he had made it quite imprac- 
ticable for the stage. In this he was certainly mistaken, for there 
was one element in it which naturally attracted the attention of 
managers—that of spectacle. It was, however, nearly twenty years 
before it found its way to the footlights, when it was produced by 
Mr. Bunn, at Covent Garden, and an actor of the name of Denvil 
achieved considerable popularity by sustaining the character of the 
misanthropic hero. And now, having rested for thirty years more, 
it is revived at Drury Lane, and once again makes its appeal to a 
London audience. | 

During the interval the world has grown wiser than either the poet

or his critics. We have learned to estimate the purpose and the 


issues of the great conflict of moral and political forces 
which for them had such a disturbing interest. We can 
look back on the mighty struggle, and realise the relation 


which it bore to the benefits that have resulted from the con- 
vulsion that appalled the brave and bewildered even the wise. But, 
unfortunately, we cannot sympathise so strongly with Manfred, and 
his feelings and failings, as the contemporaries of the poet did, because 
we have arrived at a philosophical solution, aided by experience, of 
much that perplexed him and his hero ; and learned, indeed, to regret 
that so powerful a poet had not been more largely enlightened in 
regard to the causes and the consequences of events. We desiderate 
at this day a wiser and aclearer treatment of the lofty argument than 
any poet fifty years ago could possibly bestow either on its dramatic 
or poetical illustration. Nevertheless, we are not blind to the grandeur 
of what Byron achieved in the composition of “ Manfred,” and wel- 
come with more than ordinary enthusiasm the present attempt to 
realise on the stage the dazzling vision of one of our greatest modern 
bards and seers. 

The public had been prepared by long previous announcement for 
the performance on Saturday, and the house was crowded at an early 
period. Multitudes were turned away from the doors, so general was 
the expectation excited. The andience, however, had time to settle 
down, as the farce of “Gone to Texas” was previously played ; and 
then, at a quarter before eight, the tragedy commenced. The curtain 
drew up and displayed Manfred’s studio, near a Gothic gallery in the 
supposed Magian’s castle; and then Mr. Phelps entered in the 
character, and was received by the pit with tumultuous applause. 
The wavings of handkerchiefs and of Pats, and the loud vociferations 





were inconveniently prolonged ; they even rendered their object 
nervous, and Mr. Phelps began in a tremulous tone which 
created fear lest his memory or courage should falter before his con- 
fidence was perfectly restored. The opening soliloquy, however, was 
judiciously delivered on the whole, though to its general style an early 
exception was made that it was declaimed rather than spoken—a fatal 
mistake where so many verses had to be delivered. Part of it, too, 
might have been pronounced sitting with advantage, and thus might 
have been spared much of that walking to and fro the stage, which 
became the subject of painful remark. The next scene did credit to 
Mr. Telbin’s pencil—representing a precipice and glaciers nigh the 
summit of the Jungfrau, and the opportunity which it gave for acting, 
both to Mr. Phelps and to Mr. Rayner, who supported the part of the 
chamois-hunter, was felt as a sensible relief. The latter gentle- 
man, indeed, performed his task exceedingly well, and his clear 
oronunciation of the text and natural action were especially pleasing. 
he curtain fell on the first act to the unanimous applause of the 
house, and Mr. Phelps and Mr. Telbin responded to the summons of 
the audience, and appeared at the wing, well pleased with the con- 
gratulations with which they were met. The second act did not 
open so well as might have been expected. The dialogue began to 
suffer from the declamatory monotone to which Mr. Phelps had set 
it, and the exuberant action of his right arm became excessively 
troublesome to those who 
were naturally annoyed by 
- —— its perpetual action. ere 
is much passion in this 
scene,'properly interpreted ; 

| but it was not brought out 
nor had an opportunity of 
appearing in the midst of 
the heavy intonation which 


made one verse just like 
the preceding, and, by 
depriving the parts of 


distinctiveness, rendered 
the whole unintelligible. 
The next scene (and which 
forms the subject of our 
Illustration this week) is 
named in the bills “ The 
Steinbach, a Waterfall in 
one of the Lower Valleys 
among the Alps.” Of 
this our readers will be 
able to form their own 
conception from the pic*ure 
with which we present 
them. It a grand set, 
and, when the machiner 
works with less noise, will 
better fulfil the purpose of 
itsinvention. Here Manfred 
has his interview with the 
Witch of the Alps, ad- 
mirably personated by Miss 
Heath. This young lady 
should, however, be mindful 
of the text. The little she 
has to say should be cor- 
rectly said. When Manfred, 
describing the object of his 
passion, exclaims, “ I loved 
her, and destroyed her!” 
the witch asks, “ With thy 
hand?” and Manfred re- 
plies, “ Not with my hand, 
but heart.” Miss Heath 
spoilt this, by slipping in a 
little needless and intrusive 
monosyllable—thus, “ With 
thy own hand?” We fear 
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that she had not read the 
poem, and consequently 
did not understand the 
purport of the question. 
On the other hand, Mr. 
Phelps showed a _per- 
fect intelligence of the 
text, and even rose occa- 
sionally into passion; but 
it woul have admitted of 


more transition had it been 
less declamatory. He was 
much better in the Hall of 
Arimanes, where he appears 
among the nether spirits as 
a man strong in the power 


of will and knowledge. 
This—the grandest scene 
in the play — has been 


painted by Messrs. Danson 
and Sons, and is an effective 
copy of Martin's “ Pande- 
monium,” the Power of Evil 
being enthroned on a globe 
of fire. As a panoramic 
spectacle it is one of the 
most magnificent displays 
ever witnessed, and gives a 
notion of vastness and sub- 
limity not to be exceeded, 
One touch of human feeling, 
too, was met with in this 
terrible assembly—the fruit 
of the poet's genius and the 
actress's taste. Miss Rose 
Leclercq was the phantom of 
Astarte, and when Manfred 
exclaimed, “One word 
for mercy! say thou lovest 
me!” replied “ Manfred !” 
with so tender and touching 
an intonation that it went 
to the hearts of all who 
heard it. In such a play these small parts are of the greatest im- 
portance, and Miss Leck req has done quite right in ascertaining the 
true meaning and force of the. few expressive exclamations which 
she has to utter. ; 
The third act offers more scope for human action, and much fine 
poetry. We regret that some of the latter was excised, such as the 
description of the Coliseum, and the apostrophe to the sun, on which 
Byron valued himself so highly. The interviews between Manfred 
and the Abbot are both eminently dramatic; and Mr. Ryder, who 
acted the latter, felt them to be so, and spoke some of the speeches in 
a manner that won deserved plaudits. In the last scene, when the fiend 
confronts Manfred and is defied, we should have thought that 
Professor Pepper's patent might advantageously have been used, and 
the whole of the poet’s intention carried out by a tablean of the 
spirits, who rise to daunt the hero and fail in the attempt. A better 
and more novel conclusion could have been given to the drama by 
these means than the somewhat stale contrivance now adopted—the 
apotheosis of Astarte. But we must take the spectacle as we have it, 
and be satisfied with what is really done. Altogether, a most gorgeous 
result has been produced. Its cost in money, labour, and thought 
has been great, and it merits a large reward. We should have 
remarked that the choral parts are accompanied by the music of Sir 
Henry Bishop, which has been fortunately recovered, and which was 
written by him for this drama when originally produced. We may 
regret that it was not more carefully executed and more completely 
conceived by the composer, who, we fear, did his work over-hastily 
and not with a due consideration of its importance. For this the 
present management is not responsible.

quit and deliver up possession of the premises she 


has 80 long 


occupied at Corfu and the vicinity. The so-called owners, 
whose title is by no means a marketable one, however, and will 
be much improved by present proceedings, have long been 
anxious to get rid of the active, kindly, but decidedly dominant 
and managing matron; but she is far too high-spirited a 
personage to be hinted out of a place, and when there was 
any attempt at annoyance she unhesitatingly called in the 


police, She begs it to be distinctly understood that she now 
goes out entirely of her own free will and accord, and, as her 
agent puts it, as a matter of “friendship and goodwill" te 
another person, a young gentleman about to establish himself 
in the neighbourhood, who wants larger premises than those 
which became vacant by the absconding of a Bavarian occupant, 

But, inasmuch as the tenant who is about to depart was put 
into possession, not by those to whom she is about to yield it, 
but as a sort of trustee in behalf of the great European parish, 
she is by no means going out without making a varicty of 
arrangements by which the future state of the premises may 
be effectually assured, That would not be Britannia's way of 
doing things. She will leave the marks of her occupancy, to 
be traced many a year after she has removed the last article 
of her furniture. In the first place, and as a matter of form— 
for she is a great stickler for regularity, aud dockets 
all her papers—she requires from the Septinsular family a solemn 
request that she shall give up possession, This the rather un- 
grateful Septinsulars were so ready to make that their man 
of business, Dr, Stefano Padovan, at once regretted that it was 
not business-like to make answer at the moment. It will, of 
course, be handed in with a promptitude which is more active 
than polite ; but hypocrisy would be out of place. Everything 
has been done for many years to show the tenant that it was 
wished to get rid of her, and any affectation of hesitation 
at saying so in black and white would be too Pecksniffian 
even for the Septinsulars, But this is a small portion of the 
preliminaries, The first thing in the way of real arrangement 
is the entering, by the owners, into a regular and irrevocable 
agreement to assign the premises at once to the new neighbour, 
a gentleman from Denmark, who is to have possession instant!y, 
and to have all the rights and privileges of the outgoing tenant, 
All care is to be taken that not a single concession is to be made 
to the Septinsulars, who, indeed, have not shown themselves 
worthy of any. Not an outhouse, not a right of way, not aa 
ancient light is to be kept back ; and it will be the fault of the 
young gentleman himself if he d> not avail himself of every- 
thing to be found on the premises, His friend has taken the 
utmost care to give him the amplest power and the most com- 
plete possession. 

She does more ; indeed, a great deal more, She has demand >d, 
on his behalf, that, in consideration of her retirement, a sort of 
premium, and by no means a light one, shall be annually paid 
by the Septinsulars, This she has fixed at £10,000, If re- 
gularly paid, it will be of material assistance to a young 
beginner, and will enable him to carry out a variety of specu- 
lations in which every one desires that he shall succeed. He 
comes into business without experience, but with a very high 
character, and he will be advised by persons who know exactly 
what they are about and what he should do, This £10,000 a year, 
though not a very large sum in an extensive business, will be very 
serviceable, under the circumstances; and we trust that duo 
care will be taken that it shall not get into arrear, For it was 
chiefly on account of embarrasments arising from non-punctual 





payments that his predecessor came to grief, and got into 
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habits and practices which destroyed his character and com- 
pelled him to commit an act of bankruptcy. Nothing, there- 
fore ‘can be more kind towards him than this care of his income . 
and it may be added that the Septinsulars are porfectly able to 
pay a much larger sum, if willing to do so, 

They are also required to recognise all bargains made by the 
retiring tenant in respect of matters to be done on the premises, 
or articles ordered, There can or should be no difficulty about 
this ; for Britannia is a thorough person of business, and would 
make no bargain that was not calculated to be of advantage. 
In fact, nobody could go to market better; for, though she 
certainly never allowed money to stand in the way of her 
obtaining a good article, she never allowed herself to be served 
with a bad one, and it will be a long time before such a good 
manager is seen in that quarter. We suppose that there will 
be no hesitation upon this point. 

Another, which is a mere matter of decoram, refers to the 
preservation of certain memorials of members of her family 
who have died during her occupancy. Ordinary decency will 
prevent the slightest difficulty in this stipulation, 

But there is another, the fifth and last, which may occasion 
a squabble, unless the eagerness of the Scptinsulara to see the 
premises clear of their occupant induces a general assent to 
everything. It is not in the nature of Britannia to let places 
go to rack andruin, On the contrary, she is ever ready to begin 
repairing, and improving, and embellishing, In this case she 
found the place in a very unprotected state, and burglars might 





—E 


have broken in (as they had previously done on various | 


occasions) ; and, in fact, there was no security for the inmates. 
She went to work with her usual energy, and had bolts and 
bars, and a new strong door, and a chain, and a blunderbuss, 
and an alarm-bell supplied; and assuredly her precautions 
have not been unavailing, forever since she took possession, some- 
where about 1815, no burglar has dared to set a foot in the place, 
These improvements, which are certainly fixtures, she not un- 
reasonably requires the owners to take at a valuation whichshe 
has had made. She calls them “ military contributions,” and, 
inasmuch as it was originally agreed that they should be paid 
for by the owners, whom she.has good-naturedly allowed to 
get into grrears, it is right that when she gives up possession, 
which she might have held against all the attempts at eject- 
ment of any Court in the world, she should be reimbursed 
expenses that have been laid out for the good of the pro- 
paty. This is a clear case of tenant-right, Nevertheless, 
as the amount comes to £90,289 5s, 7d, (Mr. Mantalini 
might bave bad something to say to the sevenpence), it 
is not imposible that the Septinsulars, who have a noble 
dislike to paying debts, may raise a clamour, However, the 
tenant has possession, which is nine points of the law, and 
right, which ia the tenth point, and she is not out yet, and, if

There are some other formalities to be performed, such as 
the surrender and cancelling of the lease by all parties, and a 
new agreement; but instructions cannot be given for these 
until the Five Points have been conceded. The lawyers wiil 
then be called in, Meantime, Britannia, quite capable of 
roanaging her own affairs, remains on the premises and looks 
after her interests.

The Queen continues at Balmoral, in good health. It is expected 
that her Majesty and the members of the Royal family will take 
their departure from the Highlands on Tuesday next, en route for 
Windsor, 

On Tuesday the Queen, accompanied by the Crown Prince and 
Princess of ia, Prince and Princess Louis of Hesse, Princess 
Helena, Princess Louisa, Prince Arthur, and Prince Leopold pro- 
ceeded to Aberdeen, and was present at the ceremonial of the uncover- 
ing of the memorial statue of the late Prince Consort. Prince Alfred 
arrived from Edinburgh, and was also present at the ceremonial. 
Sir George Grey was in attendance upon her Majesty. The 
Queen arrived at Aberdeen, by special train from Imoral, at 
half-past one o'clock, and was received by the Duke of Richmond, 
the Lord Provost, and the city and University officials. A procession 
of carriages was formed to the contre of the city, where the statue 
stands, Previous to the uncovering, Mr. Anderson, the Lord Provost, 
presented an address from the committee and subscribers to the 
statue. The Queen, throngh Sir George Grey, returned a feeling and 
most gracious reply to the address, after which the Queen was pleased 
to confer the honour of knighthood upon the Lord Provest. Prayer 
was tLen offered up by the F incipal of the Aberdeen University, and 
the statue was uncovered in full view of her es who, with the 
members of the Royal family, stood on a balcony opposite. The 
Queen gazed for a moment upon the statue and then retired. Her 
Majesty left for Balmoral soon after three o'clock. During the 
(jvcen's visit to the city no demonstration was made, in acco ce 
with her Majesty's wish, it being the first occasion on which the 
(Queen has appeared in public since the death of the Prince Consort.

Spies positively swarm; and you dare not stir 
out of doors after nightfall without a lantern under the penalty of 
being arrested by gendarmes or bayoneted by sentries. If you wear 
a high-crowned ‘hat you are certainly regarded as a “ pro-Russian” 
in favour with General Berg; but, on the other hand, you imme- 
diately become an object of suspicion to the National Government, 
who are at any time likely to send an emissary to assassinate you, or 
at least three or four agents who will comfortably administer to you 
the chastisement of the “cantschu” in your bedroom, When things 
come to the worst, it is said, they will mend. Reigns of Terror are 
commonly shortlived. The cessation of the daily executions by the 
guillotine in Paris, in 1793-4, was due not only to the fall of 
Robespierre, but to the urgent remonstrances of the toy, and glove, 
and perfumery shopkeepers in the Rue St. Honoré, who said that the 
continual processions of tumbrils full of victims bound for the Place 
de la Révolution was ruining their custom. 

The “ Trois Fréres Provenceaux,” the world-famous restaurant of 
the Palais Royal, is to be sold. Delenda est Carthago! The tide has 
turned. The Palais Royal is no longer the centre of fashionable 
dining, supping, ‘oaend a giving Paris. The Palais Royal has been 
snuffed out by the new boulevards, and occupies now only such a 
relative rank as our Grosvenor-square holds towards Belgravia and 
Tyburnia. The three culinary brothers of Provence, who naturalised 
bowillabaisse and aiouli in Paris, under the first Empire, were the 
founders of the fame of this sumptuous eating-house ; but Honoré de 
Balzac used to give the “ Trois Fréres ” even higher credit. A skilfal 
stroke of business on their - enabled them, according to Balzac, to 
avenge the disasters of the Russian campaign. The Muscovite 
invaders of France in 1814-5 were constant patrons of the “Trois 
Fréres.” The Muscovite appetite for champagne is well known. The 
wily restaurateurs laid in an enormous stock of questionable Ruinart 
and Moét, at two francs a bottle, and sold it to their conquerors at 
from ten to fifteen. Pecuniarily, at least, the humiliations of Krasnoi 
and the Beresina were wiped out. But Zempus edaz rerum is about to 
devour the temple so long devoted to good eating. We trust that 
Verrey’s, as fertile as the “ Trois Fréres” in historical reminiscences, 
will be spared. It was in a cabinet particulier at Verrey’s that the 
Duke of Wellington persuaded Blucher to abandon his project of 
blowing up the bridge of Jena. .

The clever and 
amusing novels which Mrs, Trollope poured forth in abundance, only 
equalled by her prolific son Anthony, have served their turn, have 
delighted the Upper Ten Thousand, and come at last to the com- 
plexion of cheap editions for the enlightenment of the Lower Tea 
Millions; but it should not be forgotten, even in an epoch which 
condenses a whole life’s labour into a ten-line paragraph, that this 
was a woman who throughout her long and useful life ever advocated 
all that was good, and honest, and true ; and stigmatised, with a racy, 
passionate, searching humour entirely her own, all that was mean, 
and false, and cruel. She “tackled” the atrocious factory system, 
and in “Michael Armstrong” pleaded the cause of the stunted, 
sickly, overworked children, who quivered beneath the overseer’s strap 
and the “slubber’s” “ billy-roller.". She grappled with the new poor 
law in “ Jessie Phillips,” and held up its cold cruelty and heartless- 
ness to execration. She dilated on the horrors of American slavery 
in “Jonathan Jefferson Whitlaw” quite as eloquently, quite as 
pathetically, and much more logically than did Mrs. Beecher Stowe in 
“Uncle Tom.” And she found out sectarian hypocrisy in “The 
Widow Barnaby,” and made it howl under the lash. In many points, 
and especially in her hearty detestations of shams, she much resembled 
her contemporary the famous Friiulein Rahel, of Berlin, who after- 
wards became the wife of Varnhagen von Ense. “ Bei allen hallischen 
qualen ich hasse es,” quoth the Friiulein of one particular sham. Francesa 
Trollope was wellnigh as plainspoken, and would have agreed with 
her Teutonic sister that “she loved nothing better than to be 
angry, for a little irritation goaded her to speak the truth with more 
Pons 5 -_ that unless a man speaks the truth he had better not 
Speak at Ai. 

Alphonse de Lamartine is again in difficulties. There is a 
most painful advertisement in the morning papers of this week, setting 
forth that unless a large sum of money can be raised for him his 
estates must be sold.

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SCIENTIFIC NEWS 


COLOURLESS LILAC-FLOWERS were produced for ornamental 
urposes in winter in Paris above forty years ago by amateur horticulturists by 
he aid of manure in their greenhouses. More recently, improved methods 
have been devised for obtaining them by ingenious professional gardcenera. 
Scme of these methods are described by M. Duchartre, in the Répertoire de 
Chine, be having made many experiments with the view of ascertaining the 
cause of the lose of colour. He concludes by saying that his experiments 
prove “that the absence of the colouring matter is due neither to the heat, 
the enfeebling effect of the hot manure, nor to the separation of the branck 
from the parent stem. Perhaps the rapidity of the development of the 
flowers may be an efficient cause of the phenomenon; yet I confess that I 
cannot conceive the poseit of this action. In my last analyses 1 was led 
to seek the explanation of the fact in the influence of ozonised oxygen, a 
decolorising principle, through the oxydation of organic matters, which, ia 
ac l se wit : at obeervations, especially those of M. Kosmann, must 
exist in much larger proportion in greenhouses filled with plants than in the 
free atmosphere.” M. Barreswil doubta this supposed action of e, and is 
inclined to attribute the decolorization to chemical action in the colouring 
matters of the plant. uatever be the explanation, the facts certainly opea

THe CoLovr or SALMON has been examined by Dr, John 
Davy (brother of Sir Humphry) with the view of determining tne cause. H 
arrives at the conclusion that it is unconnected with ofl or fatty matter, and 
that it belongs to the coloured muscles after the analogy of the colouring of the 
muscles of various other animals, as witnessed in the instances that came under 
bis observation in the way of meats. In beef, mutton, venison, and the hare ef 
proper age, the muscular fibre is very dark. The coloured muscle of the 
salmon is rendered paler by the action of a strong eclution of ammonia (the 
aqua ammonim), the solution iteelf remaining colourless. By strong nitri 
acid it is rendered yellow; by strong sulphuric acid, brown; by strong 
muriatic acid a alight change of colour is produced ; whilst rendered paler i 
acquires a brownish tint. Both the strong acids, the nitriv and the sulphuric, 
it may be remarked, and also the solution of potash, have a di-orgaaising, 
decomposing effect, to which the change of colour they occasion may pria- 
cipally be attributed. Alcohol and ether render the muscle of a li¢hter hae, 
but do not deprive it entirely of colour. Both become very slightly coloured, 
and on cooling and evaporation deposit and leave a colourless liquid oil. Dr. 
Davy is of opinion that the formation of the colouring matter is due partially 
to the nature of the food and a special secreting power. 


THE FvUsION OF THE Pornts OF LIGHTNING CoNDUCTORS 
has been closely examined by M. Ch. Montigny, who has submitted the resalts 
to the Royal Academy of Belgium, Referring to the statistics of the subject 
published by M. Duprez, he states that in fourteen cases of partial or total 
fusion of the points, seven were of copper, three of iron, and four of platinum, 
these being the only ones out of 168 struck lightning conductors in which the 
metal is specified. It is necessary to remark that, of the 168, 55 were male ou 
Sir Snow Harris's principle, without stem or pointa. Having regari to these 
and some other considerations, it seems to be proved that copper points are 
more liable to fusion by lightning than those of iroa, although the furmer is a 
much better conductor of electricity. We have no space for the theoretical 
reasons addnced by M. Montigny for the phenomenon, which, he says, should 
in no way interfere with the use of copper, the efficacy of which has been fully 
demonstrated by Sir Snow Harris in the lightning conductors employed in the 
British Navy since 1850 

BROMINE IN THE WATER OF THE DEAD S£A.—Analyses 
of this water by Dr. Roux, of Rochefort, have been reported to the Academy 
of Sciences, Paris, by M. Pelouze. Gay-Lussac, Boussingault, and other 
chemists, who have examined the water of this great lake, determined that 
its composition varies within certain extensive limite—e, g., its density ranges 
from 1:01 to 1°20—an enormous difference. The quantity of solid matters it 
contains (22 or 23 grammes per litre or kilogramme) is also very remarkable ; 
but what is still deserving of attention is the considerable proportion of bro 
mine it contains (nearly 3 grammes per litre). If bromine shouldever become 
en industrial agent, an inexhaustible source will be found in these waters. ie 
which it exists almost entirely combined with chloride of magnesium. We may 
remind our non-chemical rs that bromine (s0 from bromos, Greek 
for a stench) is a poisonous volatile liquid element discovered in salt water by 
Balard in 1826, It has not as yet been found in the free state, but is met with 
in combination in salt springs, in the ash of seaweed, in sponges, and in maa 
marine animals. As bromide of silver, it is found native in Mexico and Cahill, 
and at Huelgoeth, in Brittany. Very small quantities are found in Silesian 
zine ore and in English rock salt. 


WEATHER ProGcnostics.— A collection of the popular 
weather prognostics of Scotland, drawn up by Dr. Arthur Mitchell, is published 
in the new nymber of the Edinburgh Philosophical Journal, The collection 
has been submitted to the Marquis of T , President of the Scottish 
Meteorological Society, who has since stated ata general meeting of the society 
that he considered it would be of use to publish these prognostics, and alse 
very important to have them explained and tested on scientific principles 
The general er of the society having expressed approval of the views o 
their president, he t very liberally intimate! his readiness to give twenty 
guineas aa a premium for the best scientific of these pi 
leaving the council to make the —— arran; nts, That body accord- 
ingly have announced that the prize will be given in the form of a gold 
medal, a piece of plate, or o , a8 the successfal competitor may de-ire. 
The competing are to be sent, before May 1, 1864, to Mr. Bachan, 
secretary to the society, No. 10, St. Andrew-square, Edinburgh, from whom 
separate copies of Dr. Mitchell's collection may be obtained. It includes 
notices of local prognostics; bills or mountains; 2, Mists or fogs; 3, The 
appearance of the sky ; 4, Sun and moon, aurora borealis, falling stars, and 
thunder ; 56, Distant objects eeen with clearness ; 6, Unusual sounds; 7, Under 
ground prognostics ; 8, Plante; 9, Conduct, movementa, &., of animals and 
man ; 10, Unclassified prognostics, Very many of these prognostics are of 
extreme antiquity.

TH™® MERSEY STEAM-RAMS., 


The Government has taken a decisive etep in respect to the steam-rams built 
by Merers. Laird at Birkenhead. Yesterday week the customs authoritics at 
Liverpool received instructions to seize the veesels, and they at once carried 
their orders into effect. The “ brosd arrow,” the Official aeal of detention, has 
been placed on ons of the rams, They will now bs dealt with in due course 
of ba 

On Monday the gun-boat Goshawk, tender to her Majesty's ship Mapas, 
wae removed from the Lower Basin into the Great Float, and was moored clo: 
to the ram which is being fitted up there, 

The Times of Tuceday stated that a guard of Marines, from her Majesty's 
ship Liverpool, was put on board the Ei Tousson on Monday. Thia, however, 

was denied by the Liverpool Courier of the following day. “* Neither on 
Monday por 1 Perm 7 ~ (says the Courier) has a guard of Marines beea on 
board the steam-ram. She is stillin charge of the samo customs’ officer who 
firet went on board ; that officer has never been away except at rare intervals, 
and when absent his post has been taken by another officer of customs. In 
the mean time the werk upon the El Tousson has not been suspended ; and 
yesterday (Monday), while the officer in possession was pacing the deck, Me. 
Laird’s workmen were busily employed in completing the formidable revoly- 
ing < scupolas with which che is to be armed, No attempt is mvie to 
conceal the warlike character of the ship, nor could such an attempt be in aay 
respect succcesfnl. She is palpably and undoubtedly a magnificent man-of 
war. She still Mes at her old moorings in the Great Float, and is the subject 
of a good deal of public curiosity. The gun-boat Goshawk, tender of the 
frigate Liverpool, has been drawn closer to the ram, and her moorings are now 
attached to those of Fl Tousson., By this arrangement the ram could not leave 
the dock without displacing the moorings of the Goshawk. Her Majesty's 
ship Liverpool, which for several days lay off the entrance to the Birkenheai 
docks, with fires banked up and everything in reatiness for quick depsrtare, 
has rcturned to her appointed anchorage in the Sloyne, where she now liss"

to the Zines newspaper in the Chinese War of 1869, was captared by the 
enemy, and, with his fellow-prisoners, died under the barbarons treatment of 
his captors, on the 25th of September, 1869, in the 43rd year of his age. This 
tablet is erected by a body of his friends and schoolfellowg as a tribate of 
respect and affection.”

R. P, COLLIER, ESQ., M,P., SOLICITOR-GENERAL, 


THE appointment of Mr. Collier to the office of Solicitor-General has 
only fulfilled an expectation which has been for some time entertained 
that he would be selected for that post on the first eligible occasion. 
Having already received the confidence of the Government so fat 


i r 
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4g to have been chosen to hold one 
Of their law offices—that of Counsel 
to the Admiralty and Judge Ad- 
vocate of the Fleet, in the year 
1859, his promotion to a higher 
function, considering the position 
he occupied in Parliament, was 
only a question of time and oppor- 
tunity. Mr. Collier has taken part 
in most if not in all the important 
Parliamentary proccedings of the 
last few years; and the speeches 
made by him on the vexed question 
of privilege between the Houses of 
Lords and Commons, on the repeal 
of the paper duties, and, last 
Session, on the international law 
involved in the cases of the Alabama 
and the Alexandra, were notable 
and noted. He has always been a 
professed law reformer, and has 
pointedly assisted in all legislative 
projects having a tendency to the 
improvement of the principles and 
the administration of our legal 
system. In reference to the law of 

‘arliament he has been personally 
active in attempts to settle the 
question of the payment of tra- 
velling expenses of outvoters in 
boroughs by candidates. In debate 
Mr. Collier is ready : as a speaker 
he is argumentative, and at the 
same time earnest, but does not 
essay the higher flights of oratory. 
M. Collier is the eldest son of the 
late John Collier, Esq., a merchant 
and shipowner, who was member 
for Plymouth from 1832 to 1841; 
and was born at Mount Tamar, 
near Plymouth, in 1817. He was 
educated at the Plymouth Grammar 
School and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1841. In 1843 he was 
called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple, and went the Western 
Circuit. The first occasion on 
which Mr, Collier attracted public 
attention as an advocate was by 
his defence of certain Spanish sea- 
men, who were tried for piracy, on 
the Western Circuit, the case being 
one which involved much labour 
and great nicety in its conduct by 
their counsel ; and it was gene- 
rally allowed that Mr. Collier was 
equal to the occasion. In 1854 
Mr. Collier's position on his circuit, 
and at the Bar generally, was 
thought to entitle him to the usual 
advancement in professional rank, 
and he was created a Queen's 
Counsel. The learned gentleman 
is the author of works on “The 
Law of Railways” and “ The Law 
of Mines.” So early as 1841 he 
attempted to enter Parliament, 
having been in that year an un- 
successful candidate for the borough 
of Launceston. He was first returned 
for Plymouth in 1852, having an 
hereditary as well as a local claim 
on the sympathies of that con- 
stituency, which he has continued 





to represent ever since. Mr. Collier 
is a Liberal, is in favour of a lar 
extension of the suffrage, and the 
exemption of Dissenters from 
ch rates ; he is opposed to the 
grant to Maynooth, and votes in 
favour of the ballot.

Tue new Black Ball auxiliary 
screw steam-ship Great Victoria, 
of which we give an Engraving, is 
an auxiliary in the proper sense of 
the word, being fully ship-rigged, 
and intended generally to pursue 
her voyages under sail, and only to 
use her steam power when the 
favourable assistance of the winds 
cannot be obtained. She is built 
of iron, and was constructed at 
Nantes a few years ago, and was 
employed as troop-ship by the 
French Government during the 
Crimean War under the name of the 
Jacquard. She has been purchased 
by the owners of the Black Ball 
line of Australian packets, and, as 
sister-ship to the Great Britain, 
will take her place in the fleet of 
that distinguished firm. To fit her 
for that purpose she has been 
lengthened 25 ft., and strengthened 
by Patterson, the shipbuilder of 
Bristol. She now, under the 
name of the Great Victoria, 
measures 300 ft. in length over all, 
and is calculated to carry 500 
ye in her saloon and on 
er saloon deck; in addition to 
these she will also be able to carry 
alarge number of other passengers. 
The gross tonnage of the Great 
Victoria is 5000 tons, her auxiliary 
engines are of 120-horse power, 
made by Messrs. Fawcett, Preston, 
and Co., of Liverpool, but capable 
of being worked up to 5(0-horse 
power, and her fan can be lifted 
when not required as a motive 
power. Asacarrying ship she is 
of great capacity, being competent 
to convey 2000 tons of cargo in 
addition to her stock of coals, and 
is under command of Captain Price. 

The Black Ball line consists of 
eighty-six magnificent ships, most 
of which vary from 1000 to 3000 tons 
register, and are manned by 300 
officers and 3000 seamen. The 
materials of which these ships are 
constructed, and the workmanship 
bestowed upon them, have been 
pronounced from time to time by 
competent Government and other 
officials to be unexceptionable. It 
is a fact worthy of note that this 
line sails more ships of 1000 tons 
and upwards than are to be found 
in the whole of the French mer- 
cantile marine.

thrilling and interesting influences. The crack of the rifle, the report 
of the pistol, the flash of the knife, the blaze of fire, the crunch of 


teeth as they gnaw their prey, and the yells of savages athirst for | 


blood, mingle in horrid contrast with the gentle tones of beauty and 
the tender accents of love. Stronghand is a caballero and a 
hunter sans peur et sans reproche. He has, moreover, the valuable 
property of being ubiquitous, whereby he is enabled to succour 
his friends at all times and in all situations of danger. So 
soon, therefore, as the reader has advanced far enough into the 
story to have become aware of this excellent arrangement he is 
spared beatings of the heart and painful apprehension ; he knows that 
even when the jaguar has taken spring at the unprotected damsel, 
and is already half,way through the parabola, she will be protected 
by the body and saved by the bullet or the knife of the omnipresent 
and omnipotent Stronghand. For the plot: E] Senor Conde, Don 
Rodolfo de Tobar y Moguer, the eldest son of the Marquis de Tobar y 
Moguer, whose family dated back to the first Conquistadors, for 
having married the daughter of an Indian Cacique and for having 
joined the Mexican party against the Spanish party, is, chiefly 
through the misrepresentations and machinations of his younger 
brother, Don Hernando, disinherited. Nevertheless, Don Hernando, 
we are naively assured “was not a wicked man,” and did his best to 
supplant his brother only because he would otherwise, as younger son, 
have had “ no other hope than the tonsure,” which his soul abhorred. 
So, then, Don Hernando succeeds to the title and estates, and Don 
Rodolfo becomes the chief of an Indian tribe under the high-sounding 
title of Thunderbolt. Stronghand is Thunderbolt’s son, and Donna 
Marianna, the queen of Spanish-Mexican béauty, is the daughter 
of Don Hernando. Is it necessary to say that Donna Marianna is 
the loadstar which attracts Stronghand wherever danger threatens 
the maiden ; that he saves her from innumerable perils ; that, after 
countless adventures he marries her, and that the behaviour of 
Stronghand and his father, Thunderbolt, towards the family of Don 
Hernando, which they save from ruin in many forms, constitutes the 
“ Noble Revenge”? The scenes are for the most part described with 
astonishing vigour, the surprises are frequent and cleverly managed, 
the characters are most of them invested with great interest, and, 
whilst tragedy is of constant occurrence, comedy is by no means to 
seek. Occasionally, however, there is an unhappy expression which 
throws an air of absurdity about what is clearly not intended to be 
ludicrous. Take, for instance, the following example (p. 322, vol. 2) -— 

Sparrowhawk quitted the ranks, stepped forward, and bowed respectfully to 
the dying man, 

“I thank my father,” he said, “for the signal honour he has done me; but 
I am very young to command chiefs and renowned warriors, and I fear I shall 
break down in the heavy task impored on me. My father leaves a son; 
Stronghand is one of the great braves of cur nation, and his wisdom is 
renowned,” 

* My son is a paleface; he does not know the wants of the Papazos so well 
as Sparrowhawk. Sparrowhawk will command.” 

* I obey my father, since he insists; but Stronghand will ever be one of the 
great chiefs of my nation.” 

A flattering murmur greeted these clever (sic) remarks. 
Now, it is difficult to see the cleverness of the remarka, but not to 
perceive their ingenuousness ; and there is a very close resemblance 
between the French words ingénieux and ingénu, whilst the author's 
name is clearly French. One is inclined to fancy, therefore, that a 
translator is to blame for this, and perhaps for other singularities of 
expression which are noticeable ; but there is nothing said upon the 
titlepage about the work being a translation. 

Katherine and her Sisters. By Lady Emily Ponsonby. (1 vol. 
Chapman and Hall.) Although this is a second edition (in a cheaper 
form, it may be presumed, than the first), it is not too late, we hope, to 
make a few observations upon it. It will assuredly strike feminine 
minds of a certain calibre as a “ pretty” book, with reference to its 
contents rather than to its exterior; for what picture can be more 
“ pretty” than that of a young lady, with no personal attractions 
beyond the goodness of heart and purity of soul which speak from 
her eyes and play upon her face, and which, to the thoughtful and 
the good, are more attractive (to purposely contradict ourselves) than 
any other attributes, with a morose and miserly father, and with two 
sisters, much younger than herself—one promising to blossom into 
womanly loveliness, the other threatening to fade into a womanhood 
of ill-health, stifling her young hopes and aging her young life that she 
may fulfil the anxious duties of a mother to the motherless ? And this 
is what Katherine does. Moreover, “ her sisters” are but half-sisters’; 
for Mr. Dacre married twice, and the second Mrs. Dacre, upon her 
death-bed, adjured Katherine, the late-appreciated stepdaughter, to be 
mother as well as sister to the infants that would soon be motherless. 
Katherine promises that, to the best of her ability, she will do what 
her stepmother desires; and she performs her promise scrupulously, 
even to the refusal of an advantageous offer of marriage, which 
would not only have made her a happy wife, but also have 
given her an excellent opportunity of exchanging her motherly 
for daughterly duties towards her husband's sorrow-stricken mother. 
Now, to make such a character sublime, she ought to lack reward 
altogether on earth and wait for it until she is carried away, like her 
prototype, St. Katherine, in the German print, by four angels in star- 
spangled petticoats; but in the story her virtue receives an earthly 
meed, for, as Miss Frances Brandon, the most piquant character in 
the book observes, “ this is the moral of the tale, is it? Take care of 

our sisters and you shall have a good husband.” That is to say, 
therine obtains a huskand who has many thousands a year and 
who has been a good son, and it is presumed, therefore, that he will 
make a good husband. But, totell the truth, Mr. Trevethlan, beyond 
his resemblance to “pious /ineas” (reading “ mother” instead of 
“ father ” in the Trojan’s history) as to the filial part of his character, 
does not strike one as having many charming qualities; he is a 
moody, sulky, overbearing lover (as it appeared to us), only saved by 
religious principle from becoming Byronic. There is little “sen- 
sation ” in the tale; it is quiet in tone, and in parts gently pathetic ; 
its scenes are principally domestic, some lifelike, some unlifelike (so 
far as our experience goes); its dialogue is often strikingly natural, 
and not unfrequently becomes mere chit-chat; and the modicum 
of prayer which is introduced is sometimes concluded by the 
utterer with so many “ Amens” that the effect is rather ludicrous. 
That Katherine, notwithstanding her superiority to women in general, 
does not disdain to employ a litile feminine art (not for herself, but for 
her sister) is evident when Anne Dacre runs the risk of appearing 
with red eyes and disordered hair before an offended lover, whom it is 
desirable to appease ; and we read, “ Katherine desired her to wait 
while she flew for a brush and some rose-water: with the one she 
refreshed her sister's tear-stained face, and with the other smoothed 
and arranged her disordered hair.” T):is was trve maternal solicitude : 
it was exactly what a careful mothe: lone when it was 
80 very important to “look nice.” 

Letters from the Crimea, during the Years 1854 and 1855. (Emily 
Faithful.) It has seemed good to compile, in a small tractiform 
book, several letters written home from the Crimea by H. B., first a 
_— and then a corporal in the second battalion of the Rifle Brigade. 

‘oor H. B. enlisted, it appears, against the consent of his parents, 
and his own letters lead one to suppose he regretted the step he took. 
He “was wounded at the storming of the Redan, and found in 
Bebastopol naked and covered with bayonet wounds;” and this 
compilation of his letters is publish in the hope the pub- 
lication may “give to his parents a few pounds to cheer them 
in their advancing years, when and consequent infirmities 
require a little ind ce, which it was the ardent wish of 
the devoted son to supply.” Should curiosity seek to know why this 
particular time sho chosen for the publication of the letters, the 
answer is given in the preface, where it is said “‘ The compiler hastaken 
the present opportunity of the work published by Mr. Kinglake (now 
before the public) to bring the genuine and uncorrected letters of the 
young soldier also into notice.” It is hardly necessary to say that, 
putting aside altogether the charitable object of the compiler towar¢

upon the educational state of the better sort of privates in our Army 
even if the comments they contain — and events are 
entitled to but scanty notice. The following extract may tend to 
open the eyes of those who imagine that Federal and Russian soldiers 
only (now that the French are our allies) commit barbarities —“T 
have often seen some of our men enter a comfortable cottage and 
actually rob the inmates and turn them out of their own house, and 
before night the pretty cottage would be in ruins. I saw a daring 
fellow enter a poor old woman’s cottage, and, after turning every 
rag over the poor old girl had left, he took her workbox 
from under her arm, despite the poor old lady's bewailing. She 
looked sorrowful, indeed, when she saw the ruffian depart 
with her only treasure ; and, more than that, in passing through 
the garden, he took a hive of bees, which probably had been 
the old lady’s only pride.” Upon which H. B. observes, “Oh ! how 
I wished I was her son, that I could take revenge. I would have 
taken his heart out and burnt it!” H. B.’s indignation does him credit, 
but we rather think—well ! de mortuis nil nisi bonum. 

Bradshaw's Illustrated Handbook to the Tyrol. (W.J. Adams.) It 
is late for a journey to the Tyrol ; the long vacation isnearly over ; and 
the wanderer is returning home again. Still usefal books, such as this, 
with its maps, illustrations, and various information with respect to 
routes, heights of mountains, passes, glaciers, towns, &c., will keep, 
and retain their usefulness. It is not superfluous, then, to commend 
it at the eleventh hour to notice. 

BRISTOL AND NORTH SOMERSET RAILWAY. 
Tuis line of railway, which is to connect the Great Western mineral 
line from Frome to Radstock with Bristol and its floating harbour, 
has been begun under circumstances peculiarly favourable to its 
speedy completion. The first turf was cut on Wednesday, the 
7th inst., at Clutton, amid great rejoicings ; and on the following day 
the first rail of the tramway, to connect the line with the floating 
harbour at Bristol, was laid in the presence of a large and influential 
company. We give Illustrations of these ceremonies, also of the 
elegant wheelbarrow and spade used upon both occasions.

The turning of the first turf at Clutton was performed by Mrs. 
Milward, wife of the Rev. Prebendary Milward, one of the most 

tive promoters of the undertaking. e event took place in a field 
in the occupation of Mr. Gibbon, and belonging to the Earl of Warwick, 
situated a little in the rear of Clutton. Thither repaired the thousands of 
colliers and school children who were to be honoured with a com- 
memorative entertainment, and a large number of spectators who 
came from a distance. Just at one o’clock, when the authorities were 
about to commence the proceedings, the rain descended and continued 
almost without intermission, so that almost all the business, even the 
dining, had to be accomplished under umbrellas. After some delay a 
short break in the rainfall was taken advantage of, and the 
proceedings commenced. Mrs. Milward took the position of 
honour that had been assigned to her.

to the company; Mr. Frazer, the engineer; and Mr. Bethel and Mr. 
Walton, the contractors. The proceedings were commenced by Mr. 
3ingham, the secretary, reading an address to Mrs. Milward, which 
treated very ably of the proceedings which had transpired in con- 
nection with the undertaking, and congratulated the Rev. Prebendary 
Milward on the success which had attended his persistent efforts 
to serve this neighbourhood. Mra. Milward replied in a suitable 
address, after which the Old Hundredth Psalm was sung by the children, 
colliers, and visitors. The united voices of the multitude joined har- 
moniously, and the singing was very effective. The Rev. Prebendary 
Ommaney, of Chew Magna, and the Rural Dean (in the absence of 
the Lord Bishop of the diocese), then read a form of prayer that had 
been prepared for the occasion. The fine March of the Israelites, from 
the oratorio of “ Eli,” was next played by a band of musicians, under 
Mr. J. O. Brooke. Mrs. Milward then proceeded to turn the first sod. 
For this purpose she was presented by the contractors with a handsome 
mahogany wheelbarrow, ornamented with silver, and a silver spade, 
with a prettily-turned mahogany handle and silver ornamentations. 
By the assistance of two navvies, rendered, with an address and a 
carefulness that might not have been anticipated, the lady dis- 
charged the duty she undertook most satisfactorily, lifting several 
sods with her handsome spade into her pretty barrow, which she 
en wheeled across the platform, emptiol, and returned with her 
little vehicle amid the hearty plaudits of the company. Three 
cheers having be2n given for Mrs. Milward, three for the Sheriff, 
three for the directors, and three for Mr. Milward, the National Anthem 
was sung by the great gathering, and, the prayers having been 
concluled, the 3000 colliers were marched off to their tents, where 
each man was supplied with a pound of bread, a pound of beef, and 
a quart of beer. The school children were also bountifully regaled. 
The déjefiner given by the directors of the line to the visitors took 
place in a spacious tent put up in the field 
The first rail of the tramway connecting the North Somerset Rail- 
way with the floating harbour at Bristol was laid by the Mayoress, 
Mrs. Sholto Vere Hare. The ceremony took place on a piece of 
ground on the towing-path behind St. Raphael's Church, where a 
latform had been erected for the accommodation of invited guests. 
The shipping was also well filled with spectators, and from Mr. W. 
Terrell’s ropewalk to the edge of the water, with the exception of a 
small space reserved by the police, there was one dense mass of 
human beings. Rows of flags from various buildings, the rigging of 
vessels in the floating harbour, and, in fact, every salient 
int, imparted animation to the scene. The company was 
welcomed to the spot by the cheery strains of the artillery band 
and the merry peals of the bells of glorious old St. Mary Redcliffe. 
The work allotted to the Mayoress—which consisted of the filling of 
a highly ornamental barrow with earth, lifted with a silver spade, 
and wheeling it along a plank and overturning it—was y 
performed, and was completed amid the applause of the large 
assemblage which the event had brought together. A a party 
afterwards adjourned to Mr. Hyde's sail-loft, which had been « ecorated 
for the occasion, and where an elegant déjeiner was served, and 
hes were delivered.

Mrs. Hare’s spade bears the crest of the Hare family, and 
underneath “ Presented to Mrs. Elizabeth Hare, Mayoress of bristol, 
Oct. 8, 1863.” To which is to be added, “ In commemoration of 
laying the first rail of the tramway of the Bristo] and North Somerset 
Railway.” 





MUSIC, 


The Roya ENGLisH OPERA, Covent-garden, opened for the 
season on Monday last, under the management, as heretofore, of Miss 
Louisa Pyne and Mr. Harrison. This is announced as their eighth 
and last season. If this means that they have resolved to abandon 
the enterprise which they have carried on so long and with so much 
satisfaction to the public, this resolution will be much to be regretted ; 
and we hope, therefore, that we may interpret the announcement in a 
more limited sense, as meaning only that this is the last season of their 
present lease of Covent Garden Theatre. When we remember the state 
to which our national opera had fallen at the period when Miss Pyne 
and Mr. Harrison began their labours, and the energetic efforts they 
have made to raise it to a position more worthy of a great and musical 
country, we think that the public owe them a debt of titude for 
what they have already accomplished, and will enable them. by 
su ne and encouragement, to accomplish still more. 

Monday night’s performance consisted of Mr. Vincent Wallace's 
new opera, “The Desert Flower.” As a drama this piece is of 
French origin, being a version of an opera entitled “ Jaguarita,” 
produced at the Theatre Lyrique, with music by Halévy, some seven 
or eight years ago. Its success, chiefly owing to the acting and 
singing of Mdme. Marie Cabel, was but transient, and certainly its 
merits are not such as to make it worthy of revival on the English 
stage, for the incidents are confused and improbable, and the story 
inspires but little iaterest. It is another instance of the injury done 
to the musical stage by the want of attention paid to the dramatic 
character of the pieces brought upon it. Our composers show a care- 
lessness, a lack of judgment, in this respect which is really surprising. 
They accept anything in the shape of a libretto that is put into their 
hands ; and we constantly find composers of genius and reputation 
throwing away really fine music upon namby-pamby and nonsense. 
Such things may please for a time. The public may appland fine 
singing, pretty dancing, and showy spectacle ; but they soon get tired 
of such things when they are not combined with something better ; 
and there is not, we believe, an instance to be found of a permanently 
successful opera not possessed of sterling dramatic as well as musica] 


erit. 

We should only weary our readers by detailing the plot and 
incidents of such a piece as “The Desert Flower.” The heroine, who 
bears this pretty sobriquet, is the queen or chieftainess of a tribe of 
American Indians at war with the inhabitants of a European setile- 
ment. The military commandant of the whites and this Indian 
Queen, happening to meet, are changed from enemies to lovers, and, 
after a sufficiency of adventures and perils t ‘berty and life incurred 
by each for the other's sake, are married by \. ¢ of denouement. This 
tender “ desert flower” is a regular savage—a dierce virago, familiar 
with blood, and accessible to feminine feelings only throngh the 
novel influence of love. She is, moreover, an impossible personage ; 
for a chieftainess of an American tribe could not have existed among 
a people whose women are among the most abject specimens of female 
humanity. But Miss Louisa Pyne, with her versatile talent, looks 
and acts this truculent savage so very cleverly, and sings with su 
remarkable brilliancy, that all this absurdity passes off q 
smoothly. As to the lover, Captain Maurice, he, personated 
Mr. Harrison, is a good-looking, soldierly fellow, pleasant en 
but possessed of no quality which creates any serious 
There is another personage—a Major Hector Pumperni 
buffo of the piece, whose only vocation is to make the audience

she secures, and thus places her lover in a condition of inde- 
pendence. There are some powerful situations and effective 
acting in this drama. Miss Kate Saville shows much feeling and 
many artistic resources in her delineation, and to her efforts th« 
success of the piece is fairly attributable. It is not needful for us to 
point out the radical fanlt of such a plot: it is too obvious. The 
extent, however, to which modern audiences are indifferent to the 
morality of a plot, provided the dialogue be neatly written and 
the characters respectably sustained by popular favourites, might 
reasonably provoke a public censor to a severe condemnation, if the 
public were really amenable, which it is not, to rebuke. We must, 
we suppose, await a further development of the popular intelligence.

SWORD OF HONOUR IN KENSINGTON MUSEUM. 

A swoRD of honour from the Maharajah of Indore has recently been 
laced in the loan-room at the South Kensington Museum oe ex- 
ibition. This sword, which is profusely ornamented with precjous 
stones-—diamonds, rubies, and emeralds—was presented to the yout hful 
son of the late Lieutenant-Colonel Hungerford, C.B., of the Bengal 
Artillery, in memory of the og services rendered by the latter 
during the mutiny of 1857, when in command of Mhow. Colonel 
Hungerford by his lantry and firmness prevented Mhow from 
becoming a scene of those massacres which took place at other stations 
during that period, having, with a very small force, withstood the 
immense masses of the rebel troops which threatened to overwhelm 
the province. The Maharajah wished to confer a pension on Colonel 
Hungerford; but, the regulations of the British service forbidding 
this, his Highness ordered the sword in question to be manufactured, 
for the purpose of presenting it to the gallant Colonel, who, however, 
died before it was completed. Colonel Hungerford died at Port Philip, 
whither he had gone on sick leave, consequent on his exertions during 
the mutiny. Such, however, is the lasting gratitude felt by his 
Highness Holkar that at this late period he has presented the s word 
to Colonel Hungerford’s son, in gratitude for his father’s distinguished 
services. The widow of the late Colonel Hungerford is the sister of 
the two gallant Willoughbys, one of whom blew up the magazine at 


Delhi, where he was Commissary of Ordnance, and perished form his 
wounds; and the other died in England from the effects of wounds 
and illness incurred in India.

It was 
now | osed to widen it to 13ft.; and, as the road was originally | 
jesigned as much, if not mainly, for the convenience of military 
operations as for general traffic and communication, it was not in- 
appropriate that the soldiery should be employed in rendering it 
more accessible to artillery and troops, although in so improving it it | 
was rendered better suited for general objects. } 
The sent movement is the more interesting from its being the 
first experiment in India, since our occupation of the country, in the | 
way of employing European manual outdoor labour. Except in field | 
operations, where the necessities of service rendered it imperative, 
there s been no instance, we believe, in this country where 
Europeans have been employed in actual outdoor labour throughout 
the day 
The detachment having been temporarily placed under the manage- 
ment of the Department of Public Works, a fixed tariff of working 
pay has been admitted. A soldier capable of skilled work, entitling 
him to be considered an artificer, ia allbwed working pay at the rate 
of ten annas, Is. 3d., a day; an ordinary soldier labourer, the pay 
of six annas, or 9d., per diem ; and a non-commissioned officer, whose 
juty is to supervise the men, eight annas, or is. perdiem. These 
wages in addition to the military pay of the men.

One European working six hours a 
day has done as much as two coolies working the whole day of ten or 
twelve hours. The Department of Public Works has not, we believe, 
incurred any additional outlay in the employment of European labour 
while practically carrying out the present experiment. With improved 
and more abundant tools, and with men more accustomed to hard 
labour, and in a better condition of health and strength than are the 
soldiers of Indian garrisons, the results of the scheme would have 
been even more satisfactory. 

The health of the soldiers employed on this work has steadily 
improved, and is in marked contrast to the present condition of the 
regiments at Rawul Pindee, from which they have been detached.

Tae Clansman steamer landed us at Portree, that little village capital 
of the Isle of Skye, just too late for the annual cattle show, whose 
prizes are supplied partly by the Highland Agricultural and partly by 
the local society. ‘The cattle were entirely of the Highland breed, and 
about forty were in the yard. Mr. Stewart, of Duntholme, whose family 
have long been famed for their herd-blood, was quite the champion 
of the afternoon, and took two firsts for bulls, a first and second for 
three-year-old heifers, and three firsts for Cheviot rams and gimmers— 
in fact, every prize he tried for. Dr. Nichol Martin, of Glendale, 
was second in the old bull class with a bull (bred by Mr. Campbell 
of Jura) which was second at Edinburgh as a two-year-old. The 
silver medal for the best bull “the property of a landlord or 
factor,” was awarded to one belonging to Mr. Kenneth Macleod, 
of Gresheririch, but it was beaten in the open competition. 
The spirit of the Skye farmers is best proved by the fact 
that Mr. Stewart gave £40 at the last Beattock fair to Mr. Thomas 
Welch, of Ericstane, near Moffatt, for the ram which took the 
first prize. Mr. McCleod, of Scorebeck, was second to Mr. Stewart 
in three classes of Cheviots, and first in the other. For the 
black faces there was very slight competition; and Mr. Macdonald, 
of Skernich, won as decidedly as Mr. Stewart had done in high- 
landers and Cheviots, The proceedings went off so well that it 
was proposed to have a ball next year; and certainly, judging from 
the slender interest which fowls at present seem to excite in the 
island, a poultry show is sadly needed to bring dorkings into fashion. 

The snow made its appearance about Oct. 3 upon some of the 
mountains, The meadow hay was not housed ; and the smaller tenants 
(who live principally on meal, potatoes, and fish) were only just 
beginning to put in the sickle among some sadly green stuff. As 
many of them take seven or eight white crops in succession, the crops 
in some places are such that it seems a matter of indifference whether 
the “keeries” eat them then and there. Such is the apathy, that 
you often see the reapers working, and the tenant pompously binding | 
up his thin-eared sheaves at one side of the field, and the whole of 
his herd, two or three strong, working up to their necks in another. 

There is no wheat in the island, all comes from Glasgow ; but the 
oats here, and barley (the former of which is more adapted for meal, 
and the latter for broth) are a very fair crop. The potatoes are very 
good, and free from blight, and turnips (Aberdeen yellows and | 
Swedes) look well. Such has been the fall of rain since the begin- 
ning of the year, that we heard one sixfoot man say to another of” 
equal stature, after studying the weather gauge—“ If I had stood on | 
your head, we should both have been drowned.” In fact, the moors 
look saturated, and the sportsmen are fairly “washed out.” Horses 
are cheap, and pigs very scarce. The blood of Mr. Wainman’s | 
Battersea Duchess, Happy Link, Heartsease, and Silver Web (which, 
by-the-by, are all s..kling litters for Royal meetings to come) are 
hardly known here ; but we met with a sow from the Windsor Home 
Farm, and two days after with a Sexton boar in Argyleshire, which 
is equally guiltless of general bacon tastes. 

The farmers are at present shipping off their stock to Falkirk | 
tryst, and it is as much as the steamers can do to carry for them and 
the other island farmers on the route, who, with the exception of 
the tenant of Rum, go principally for Cheviots. What with shipping 
cows, wool, and sheep, we had a weary nineteen hours of it back from 
Portree to Oban, and were right glad to shirk another voyage round 
the Mull of Cantyre and find our way to Glasgow by the Caledonian 
Canal steamer, the Crinan Canal boat, and the glorious Iona, about 
which Mr. “ Epicurus Rotundus” speaks so glowingly in Punch. | 

Some of the Skye farmers have also farms in Harris, and have sold 
their three-year-old black wedders at 28s.; and the highest price 
for the best Cheviot-cast ewes from Skye has been 26s. At Mr. 
Malcolm of Poltalloch’s annual sale one of the black-faced tups, 
which was third at Battersea, made £20 11s., and twenty-two of them 
averaged £5 16s. 8d. In this part of Argyleshire we found the com- 
plaints of wet quite as great. They have only just begun to carry 
their crop, which has been cut for a month; and the very night the 
rain ceased there was ice as thick as a pennypiece. 

The Poll Angus herd of the late Mr. Robert Scott, of Balwyllo, 
which has won several prizes and has been maintained in the Scott 
family for upwards of half a century, has had a sale well worthy of 
it. Four of the cows averaged 51 gs., two yearling heifers 47 gs., and 
two bulls 40gs. The Duke of Buccleuch, Lord Southesk, Mr. Collie, 
Mr. Walker, Mr. Wemyss, M.P., and Mr. McFairlie gave the highest 
prices. Mr. McCombie bid hard for Alice Maud, but did not purchase 
her. 

Mr. Lane's sale near Cirencester was a good one, considering the 
pedigrees of the animals, which were perhaps not in the height of the 
fashion. They came to the hammer in very fine condition, and sixty- 
five head averaged £33 10s. 8d. Governess, the winner of six prizes, 
made the highest price (55gs.) among the females, and was pur- 
chased by Mr. Villar, who bought eight other lots, principally calves. 
Maid of Athens, which has twice been second at the Royal, made 
41 gs., and went to Mr. Hosken, of Cornwall. Mr. Gebhardt bought 
six lots for Germany; and Cirencester Grand Duke (61 gs.), the 
winner of four prizes, and Crown Prince (52 gs.) were both bought by 
M. Salvat, of Blois (one of the oldest shorthorn breeders in France) ; 
and two others by Count Renaud. Nine of Mr. Bowley’s averaged 
£33 14s. 4d., and the Forde Abbey sale was very middling indeed. 
At Mr. Stirling’s (of Kier) annual sale four shorthorn bulls were sold 
at an average of 65gs., Lord Strathallan giving 92 gs. for one of them, 
“ Allan,” by the celebrated prize-bull “ Forth.” 

The Marquis of Exeter's sale averaged £22 18s. for twenty-eight 
lots. The highest price was £50 8s., for Lot 5, “Thornton,” a 
yearling bull, purchased by Mr. Hutton, of Gate Burton. The sale 
of part of the late Mr. Baker’s shorthorn stock at Cottesmore was 
not very successful, and thirty lots averaged £20 6s. 8d. Mr. Swingler

LORD LYNDHURST. 

The Right Hon. Sir John Singleton Copley, 8.L., P.C., F.R.S., D.C.L., Baron 
Lyndhurst, of Lyndhurst, in the county of Hants, High Steward of the 
University of Cambridge, and one of the Governors of the Charterhouse, a 
great lawyer, orator, judge, and statesman, was the son of the eminent 
painter, John Singleton Copley, Esq., R.A., by his wife, Susan, daughter of 
Richard Clark, Esq., & wealthy merchant in Boston, United States, and agent 
of the East India Company for their tea trade there, and was grandson of 
Richard Copley, Esq., of the county of Limerick, by his wife, Sarah, younger 
daughter of John Singleton, Esq., whose great-grandson is the present John 
Singleton, Esq., J.P., of Quinville Abbey, in the county of Clare, High Sheriff 
of that county in 1825. John Singleton Copley, the future Lord Lyndhurst, 
was born May 21, 1772, at Boston, America, then a town of the British empire, 
and was, when two years of age, brought to. England by his father. He 
was educated first by a private tutor, and afterwards at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he soon obtained a scholarship. He also won the second 
Smith’s prize (mathematical), and was selected Fellow of his college, and 
was appointed travelling Bachelor of the University in 1795, and took the 
opportunity of visiting his birthplace, Boston. On his return to England, 
in 1797, he proceeded M.A., and shortly afterwards he entered himself of 
Lincoln’s Inn, and was called to the Bar on the 8th of June, 1804. He chose 
the Midland Circuit, and was made Serjeant-at-Law in 1813. He first became 
prominently known from the ability he displayed as one of the counsel who 
defended Watson and Thistlewood, tried for high treason in 1817. He entered 
Parliament as member for the borough of Yarmouth, Isle of Wight, on the 
28th of March, 1818, having the same year become a King’s Serjeant and Chief 
Justice of Chester. He afterwards sat for Ashburton and the University of Cam- 
bridge. He was soon looked on as the most rising lawyer of his party (the Tory 
side) in the House of Commons, and, a convenient opportunity presenting itself 
by the removal of Sir Samuel Shepherd to the Scotch Bench, Copley was 
appointed Solicitor-General in July,"1819, and was knighted. He, while holding 
the office of Solicitor-General in 1820, was engaged for the Crown in two memo- 
rable cases—viz., the trial at the Old Bailey of the Cato-street conspirators 
and their ringleader, his former client, Thistlewood ; and at the proceedings 
against Queen Caroline, in the House of Lords. In both affairs, Sir John 
Copley displayed remarkable eloquence, judgment, and forbearance. He 
became Attorney-General in 1824, and Master of the Rolls in 1826. He at 
first energetically opposed the Catholic claims, but afterwards sided with 
those who felt the absolute necessity of Catholic Emancipation being carried. 


He took office in the Cabinet formed by Mr. Canning in 1827. He was 
appointed Lord Chancellor for the first time April 20, 1827, and was 
| Created Lord Lyndhurst on the 25thof the same month and year. While 


| he held the seals, under the premiership of the Duke of Wellington, the 


Catholic Emancipation Bill was carried. He retired from the chancellorship 
on the accession of the Whigs to power in 1830, but was appointed Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer early in 1831, and in that office showed himself to be 
an acute and high-minded common-law Judge. In the House of Lords he 
opposed the Reform Bill with all his energies and eloquence, and quite led the 
Tory struggle. He declared the measure to be detrimental to the rights of the 
people and inconsistent with the prerogative of the Crown. One crisis in the 
history of the bill he mainly brought about by his motion for the postpone- 
ment of the disfranchising clauses, his carrying which caused tke Ministry to 
temporarily resign, on the 9th of May, 1832. Lord Lyndhurst, on the formation 
of Sir Robert Peel’s short Administration in 1834, was again appointed Lord 
Chancellor, but again retired in April, 1835. He was elected High Steward of the 
University of Cambridge in 1840. In 1841 Sir Robert Peel returned to power, 
and Lord Lyndhurst for the third time accepted the chancellorship, which he 
finally resigned in July, 1846. He nevertheless took subsequently an active 
part in the debates of the House of Lords, and retained his weight and infiuence, 


| by the force of bis high character, wisdom, and eloquence there, to the very last 


year of his life. It should be observed that, as presiding in the Courts of 
Exchequer and Chancery, Lord Lyndhurst had been pre-eminent, and his 
judgments in Baron de Bode’s case, in “‘ Small versus Attwood,” the Thellusson 
case, and the Bridgwater case, are looked on as modeis of lucid reasoning and 
admirable diction. His speeches in the Lords, when past eighty years of age, 
on the war with Russia, on Cambridge University Reform, the Wensleydale 
peerage, and the defences of the country, are no less specimens of brilliant and 
sagacious eloquence. Lord Lyndhurst, on the death of the venerable Lord Sinclair, 
just twelve days before his own demise, became the senior Peer of the House of 
Lords. Lord Lyndhurst married, first, March 13, 1819, Sarah Garay, daughter of 
Chas. Brunsden, Esq., and widow of Lieuvt.-Col. Chas. Thomas, Ist Foot Guards, 
who fell at Waterloo, and his Lordship by her (who died Jan. 15, 1834) hada 
son and four daughters, of whom the son and two daughters died young, and 
the two surviving daughters have been married—viz., Sarah Elizabeth, in 
1850, to Henry John Selwin, Esq., eldest son of Sir John Thomas Selwin, sixth 
and present ronet, of Leeds, Yorkshire; and Sophia Clarence, in 1854, to 
Hamilton Beckett, Esq. Lord Lyndhurst married, secondly, Georgiana, 
daughter of Lewis Goldsmith, Esq., by whom (who survives him) he has had 
another daughter, Georgiana Susan, who was married, the 25th of June last, to 
Charies Dua Cane, Esq , M@.P. Lord Lyndhurst died on the 12th inst., at his 
town house (the hous» that had been his father’s), 25, George-street, Hanover- 
square, and, as he leaves no male issue, the barony of Lyndhurst becomes 
extinct. 





THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 
The Right Hon. and Most Rev. Richard Whately, D.D., Lord Archbishop of 
7 Dublin, Bishop of Glendalough, and Bishop of 
Kildare, Prebendary of Cullen in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Visitor of Trinity College, Dublin, 
Vice President of the Royal Irish Academy, 
Chancellor of the Order of St. Patrick, and a 
Privy Councillor, was the fourth son of the Rev. 
Joseph Whately, D.D., of Nonsuch Park, Surrey, 
Prebendary of Bristol, by his wife, the danghter 
of William Plumer, Eseq., of Ware Park, Herta, 
and sister of William Plumer, Eeq., many years 
M.P. for Hertfordshire. He was nephew of 
Thomas Whately, secretary to the Earl of Suffolk 
and Berkshire, and author of some valuable 
*“ Remarks on the Characters of Shak re.” 
He was born in Cavendish-equare, on Feb. |, 
1787, and was educated at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where his career was brilliant. He graduated 
B.A., taking a second class in classics and mathe- 
matics in Michaelmas Term, 1808, He, in 1810, 
obtained a prize for his English essay, “‘ What 
are the arts in the cultivation of which the 
ancients were less successful than the moderns ?”” 
He was, in 181!, elected Fellow of Oriel, and M.A, in 1812. In 
1822 he was appointed Bampton Lecturer at Oxford, and was nominated 
to the living of Halesworth with Chediston, in Suffolk. He about this 
time first became known as a rising religious and logical writer. His 
three “Sermons on the Christian's Duty to Establish Governments and 
Laws” met with much favour, and he had great success in the blication of

MRS. TROLLOPE, 

Frances Anne Trollope, one of the cleverest and most amusing novelists of 
her day, was the daughter of the Rev. William Milton, Vicar of Heckfield, 
Hants, a gentleman well known as an accomplished man of science, and par- 
ticularly as the designer of the West Dock at Bristo). She was born at the 
vicarage, Heckfield, in 1779, and was married, in 1809, to Thomas Anthony 
Trollope, Esq., B.C.L., of Oxford, and Barrister-at-Law, son of the Rev. 
Anthony Trollope, and grandson of Sir Thomas Trollope, fourth Baronet, of 
Casewick, in thecounty of Lincoln. Mrs. Trollope’s husband died at Bruges, on 
Oct. 23,1835. Mrs. Trollope’s first appearance as a writer was in giving vent to 
a bitterness of feeling on account of the many désagrémens she had experienced 
in a journey she took to America, Her “‘ America and the Americans,” with 
its companion novel of the * Refugee in America,” at once made her reputation, 
and she continued a long career of authorship, which has been as prolific as it 
has been pro-perous. In snecession appeared “ Belgium and Western 
Germany ;” “ Paris and the Parisians,” descriptive of the early period of the 
reign of the citizen King, Louis Phillipe; “‘ Jonathan Jefferson Whitlaw,” a 
novel bringing out the peculiarities of the black ahd coloured races of the 
Southern States; * Vienna and the Austrians,” with a novel, ““ The Romance 
of Vienna ;" and “The Vicar of Wrexhil,” a chef d’ceuvre in ite way. Mrs. 
Trollope then published a most diverting novel, “ The Widow Barnaby,” being 
the history and adventures of a crafty husband-hunter, without principle or 
money. This was followed by “ Michael Armstrong, the Factory Boy,” exposing 
the evils of the manufacturing system; and “ One Fault,” a domestic story, 
showing the sad consequences of ill temper, the result of pride and over- 
sensitivences. In 1840 she gave “The Widow Married,” “ Chesterfield,” 
* Hargrave,” “ Jessie Phillips,” and “ Lauriston.” These were followed by 
numerous others, of the principal of which space allows only the enumeration 
here of the titles—viz., “ Tremordyn Cliff,” ** The Robertses on their Travels,” 
“The Biue Belles of England,” “The Ward of Thorpe Combe,” “ The 

tive Man,” “ Petticoat Government,” “Father Bustace,” “ Uncle

Berore the George and Blue Boar Inn, Holborn, has entirely dis- 

appeared, we have a few words to say on “ the intercepted letter.” 

While Cromwell was meditating how he could best “come in” with 

Charles, one of his spies—of the King’s bedchamber—informed him 

that his final doom was decreed ; and that what it was might be found 

out by pane pe sry - a letter sent from the King to the Queen, wherein 

he declared what he would do. The letter, he said, was sewed up in 

the skirt of a saddle, and the bearer of it would come with the saddle 

upon his head that night to the Blue Boar Inn, in Holborn ; for there 

he was to take horse and go to Dover with it. This messenger knew 

nothing of the letter in the saddle ; but some persons at Dover did. 

Cromwell and Ireton, disguised as troopers, taking with them a trusty 

fellow, went to the inn in Holborn; and this man watched at the 

wicket, while the troopers continued drinking beer till about ten o’clock, 

when the sentinel at the gate gave notice that the man with the 

saddle wascomein. Up they got, and, as the man was leading out his 

horse saddled, they, with drawn swords, declared they were to search 

all who went in and out there; but, as he looked like an honest man, 
they would only search his saddle. Upon this they ungirt the saddle 
and carried it into the stall where they had been drinking, and left 
the horseman with the sentinel ; then, ripping up one of the skirts of 
the saddle, they found the letter, and gave back the saddle to the 
man, whe, not knowing what he had done, went away to Dover. 
They then opened the letter, in which the King told the Queen 
that he thought he should close with the Scots. Cromwell and 
Ireton then took horse and went o Windsor; and, finding they 
were not likely to have any tolerable terms from the King, they 
immediately from that time forward resolved his ruin.—Larl of 
Orrery’s State Letters. 

Among the earthquake retrospections called up by the reality of 
Tuesday week we do not find the absurd rumour which gained credence 
in the spring of 1842, that London would be destroyed by earth- 
quake on the 17th of March in that year. This report was founded 
upon certain doggrel prophecies: one pretending to be pronounced 
in the year 1203, and contained in the Harleian Collection (British 
| Museum), 800 b., folio 319; the other by Dr. Dee, the astrologer 

(1598, MS., British Museum). The rhymes, with their “ authorities,” 
inserted in the newspapers, actually excited some alarm, and a gieat 
number of timid persons left the metropolis before the 17th. Upon 
reference at the British Museum no such “prophecies” were to be 
found, and their forger subsequently confessed them to have been 
an experiment upon public credulity—which must be considered a 
very reprehensible piece of mischief.

We return to the subject of the “ Crannoges ” of the Irish lakes, 
noticed in our Journal of Oct. 3, for the sake of reference to a very 
interesting x “On Lake-dwellings of the Early Periods,” by Mr. 
William M. Wylie, M.A., in the Archeologia, vol. xxxviii.:— ~ 

The earliest account we have of any people betaking themselves permanently 
to dwellings on sites of artificial construction among waters is that given by 

| Herodotus of a Thracian tribe who thus dwelt in Prasias, a smal] mountain 
lake of Pceonia, now part of modern Roumelia. Their habitations, we learn, 
were constructed on platforms raised above the lake on piles, and connected 
with the shore by a narrow causeway of similar formation. These platforms 
must have been of considerable extent, for the Poonians lived there in a state 
of polygamy, with their families and horses, their chief food being the fish 
which the lake produced in great abundance, 
| Mr. Wylie then refers to the discoveries of very ancient remains in 
| the lakes of Switzerland, sometime previously reported to the Society 
of Antiquaries, and first discovered in the dry winter of 1853-4, on 
the Lake of Zurich. Here were found remains of piles driven deeply 
into the bed of the lake, formed of the stems of oak, beech, birch, 
and fr trees. Among these piles lay relics, with one exception, of the 
Stone Period. They consisted of hammers, corn-crushers, &c.; axes 
and celts of various kinds of stone, peculiar, insome instances, to the 
East, many fitted into hafts of staghorn. Implements of dint were 
numerous, although flint is rarely found in that country. Mixed with 
slabs (hearthstones) were implements in bone, the teeth of bears, boars’ 
tusks, and skeletons of deer and wild boar; one amber bead; and an 
armlet of thin brass wire, the sole instance of any metal whatever. 
There also occurred fragments of coarse pottery and masses of charred 
wood. It was evident that not only this settlement, but the great 
majority of those subsequently found, perished by fire. Not a trace 
of a saw was perceptible in the woodwork ; the piles had all been 
— with stone axes, or by fire, and split by means of wedges. “ In 
act,” says Mr. Wylie, “ these remains belong to a very early period, 
though others since discovered claim a yet more remote antiquity. 
Probably they belonged to a race preceding the Kelts, whose very 
name is lost to us.” A minute account of the Swiss lake-dwellings has 
been published by M./Troyon, of Lausanne. Mr. Wylie then turns to 
the analogous remains of our own land, the Irish crannoges, long well 
known, though not examined till 1839; since which period, in the 
drainage and inland navigation works of Ireland, “ no less than forty- 
six crannoges have been discovered in the lakes of Leitrim, Roscommon, 
Cavan, Down, Monaghan, Limerick, Meath, King’s County, and 
Tyrone ;” to which may be added the crannoge described by our 
Correspondent. J 
Returning to the Swiss discoveries, we find that the Society of 
Antiquaries of Zurich hoped from the first to verify their discoveries 
with the descriptions of Herodotus, which Nr Rawlinson, in his 
edition of “The Father of History,” has seized upon. Having quoted 
from him the peculiar mode of life of the inhabitants of Prasias, Mr. 
Rawlinson notes :— 


Recent discoveries in the lakes of Central Europe, particularly those of 
Switzerland, have confirmed in the most remarkable way this whole descrip- 
tion of Herodotus. It that at an ancient date, probably anterior to 
that of the immigration of the Celte, there lived on most of these lakes a race 
or races who formed for themselves habitations almost exactly 1i those 
which Herodotus here describes. At a short distance from the shore, rows of 
wooden piles were driven into the muddy bottom, generally disposed in lines 
parallel to the bank, but not at regular intervals, upon which there can be no 
Gonbt that platforms were placed and habitations raised. Within the area 
occupied by the piles, and over the space immediately adjoining, are jound at 
the bottom, often occupying a depth of several feet, objects of human 
industry, consisting of rude pottery and various implements in stone, bone, 
and bronze. Everything marks the high antiquity of these remains. The 
pottery is coarse in character, and by the hand; it has scarcely a trace 
of ornament. The implements in stone and bone indicate a nation in the 
most primitive condition. The complete, or almost complete, absence of iron 
is most significant. Also, it must be observed that there is in most places a 
deposit of mud, the growth of centuries, covering the remains, in the whole 
of which there are no implements. Bones of animals, which had apparent! 
been killed for food, appear throughout the whole stratum of mud in which 
the implements were found. 

Antiquaries seem fully agreed that these are among the most primitive 
remains in Europe, belonging either to the early Celtic, or, perhaps, more pro- 
bably to a pre-Celtic, period. It is a reasonable conjecture that they come down 
to us from that Finnish (Turanian) race, which (as has been observed, vol. i., 
Be. note) seems to have the whole of Europe in primeval times.

block of masonry, from each side of which projects a sculptured 
animal, or gurgoyle, spouting water into a semi-octagonal basin 
while above, a steep, projecting pediment, surmounted 


by an animal holding a shield bear- 
ing the arms of the city, is, on each 
face, carried by shafts of polished 
Aberdeen granite and boldly- 
sculptured corbels, This forms 
the fountain proper, and, while 
three of the Snes are provided 
with drinking-cu and their 
basins with iron for _ 
rests, the fourth has simply a 
larger basin placed at a lower 
level, and so arranged as to stand 
always full of water for the use of 
cattle. Into all the four basins 
the water constantly flows, but 
an increased volume can at any 
moment be obtained from the 
cistern inside by pressing a but- 
ton. After escaping from the 
basins the water runs into a 
shallow trench, which surrounds 
the fountain and is sloped to a 
drain; before reaching which, 
however, it passes through and 
continually replenishes two dog- 
troughs. In its upper portion the 
structure has four lamps (made 
by Mr. Skidmore), placed at the 
base of the pediment, and imme- 
diately afterwards it develops 
into an octagonal podium, or 
pedestal, ornamented with 
moulded arches and shafts of 
polished Peterhead nite, and 
terminating in a sculptured cor- 
nice. Upon this pedestal has 
been placed, neatly painted and 
gilded, the old le figure of 
Neptune, which for so many years 
occupied a corresponding position 
on the old punt, or pant, now 
replaced by the fountain. The 
height of the fountain is 14 ft., 
irrespective of the full-size figure 
which surmounts it, The masonry 
was executed by Messrs. Henry 
Thornton and Son, of Durham, 
and the sculpture by Mr. Beall, of 
Newcastle. The stone used is 
from the Prudham Quarries. 
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
